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New Administrative 


Structure Soon; 
Hotel Planned 


The two biggest stories at Auburn this 
summer are the proposed changes in the 
organization structure of the university 
and the building of a new conference center 
and hotel across the street from the univer- 
sity library 

Few specifics about the new organiza- 
tion of the university are yet available 


other than the timetable for the commit- 
tee, appointed by President James E. Mar- 
tin at the end of spring quarter, to com- 
plete its work. The committee, made up of 


faculry and administrators and chaired by 
Executive Vice President George Emert, 
began work in early June. Dr. Emert 


reported in early July to che Faculty Senate 
that the committee expects to have its 
recommendations to Dr. Martin within 
weeks that he can réview them, seek 
further input from across campus, and 


make a final recommendation to the Board 
of Trustees by late August. The Faculty 
Senate, composed of a representative of 
every department, division, and organiza- 
tional unit of the university, expressed 
concern that not enough time would be 
given for faculty input. The Senate was 
particularly concerned because many Au- 
burn faculty members work on a nine- 
month basis and are not on campus during 
the summer. 


Dr. Emert stressed that reorganization 
had been strongly recommended by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools, by the AU Self-Study of 1982, and 
by other evaluations. "The Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Schools expects a 
report from us by September 1, 1984,” he 
said. After further discussion the Senate 
voted without dissent to ask the president 
to “allow ample time for the faculty to 
study and react to the proposed changes” 
before he presents them to the Trustees. 

In addition to Dr. Emert, the committee 
is made up of Paul Turnquist, agricultural 
engineering; Curt Peterson, botany and 
microbiology; Wayne Flynt, history; Robert 
Hebert, economics; Fred Molz, engineer- 
ing; James Buford, cooperative extension; 
Gerald Leischuck, institutional analysis; 
Pat Barnes, dean of. students; and Judy 
Kohl, pharmacy administration. 

The other big story of the summer is the 
preliminary agreement between Auburn 
University and Algernon Blair, Inc., of 
Montgomery to construct a large hotel on 
College Street across from the Ralph Brown 


Draughon Library. The site of the hotel, 
which is expected to offer between 130 and 
170 rooms as well as facilities for meetings, 
is currently occupied by four fraternities. If 
the project meets final approval from the 
Board of Trustees, the fraternities, which 
are located on land owned by the univer- 
sity, will be relocated. 

The project is expected to cost around 
$12 million and Dr. Martin calls the pro- 
posed new hotel “a real boost for many 
campus programs, providing space for 
conferences and seminars conducted by the 
Department of Continuing Education and 
many other departments on campus. We 
think this is a major step forward for 
Auburn 
Auburn.” 

Several hotel chains are being consid-

ered for operation of the hotel which could 
be under construction before the end of 
1984 and completed in late 1985 


Horton Resigns as 
Business Dean 


George R. Horton, who has served as 
dean of the School of Business since 1973, 
has announced plans to give up his posi- 
tion as dean and return to full-time teach- 
ing. He will continue to serve as dean until 
Sept. 30, when he will go on professional 
improvement leave until Dec. 31. After 
that time, he will become professor of 
marketing and transportation. 

“During his years as dean, George Hor- 
ton has rendered outstanding service to the 
university,” stated university president 
James E. Martin. “He was only the second 
dean that the School of Business has had 
and has given it strong leadership for 11 
years.” 

Dr. Martin stated that a major contribu- 
tion made by Dean Horton was his leader- 
ship in achieving full accreditation for the 
school by the American Assembly of Colle- 
giate Schools of Business in 1980. 

“Dean Horton has worked tirelessly in 
developing quality programs in the School 
of Business and has been able to attract a 
large group of distinguished teachers to the 
university,’ said Dr. Martin “Under his 
guidance, Auburn's department of econo- 
mics ranks 42nd out of 240 programs in a 
recent survey 

“There is no way that I can adequately 
express the university's appreciation to Dr. 
Horton for his leadership and devotion to 
the university. I know that he will continue 


to serve the institution with the 


same 
enthusiasm that has marked his entire 


career

Dr. Horton was named dean of the 
School of Business at Auburn in 1973 fol- 
lowing a nationwide search. When ap- 
pointed dean, he was serving as head of the 
Department of Marketing and Transpor- 
tation, a position he assumed in 1970. He 
became a member of the faculty in that 
department in 1968 and was elected by the 
students later as the outstanding professor 
in the School of Business. 

Prior to his first appointment at Auburn, 
Dr. Horton taught at the University of 
Georgia at Athens and at the University of 
Virginia. He also has broad experience in 
industrial supervision and business con- 
sulting, and is widely known in the busi- 
ness community. 

He has published a large number of pap- 
ers based principally upon his research and 
studies in the field of transportation 

He holds the B.S. and M.S. degrees from 
Auburn University and the Ph.D. from the 
University of Virginia 

He is a member of a number of honor 
and professional societies, including: Phi 


Kappa Phi, Omicron Delta Kappa, Beta 


Gamma Sigma, Kappa Phi Kappa, Alpha 
Phi Omega, Delta Nu Alpha (transporta- 
tion), Pi Sigma Epsilon (sales), Omicron 
Delta Epsilon (economics), and Delta 
Sigma Pi (business). 

Dr. Martin announced that an acting 
dean will be named while a search is 
underway for a permanent replacement for 
Dr. Horton. 


Scholarship Honors 
Ben T. Lanham, Jr. 


The Ben T. Lanham, Jr., Memorial Scho- 
larship in Agricultural Economics has been 
established by Bernice A. Lanham in mem- 
ory of her husband. The scholarship will be 
awarded annually to one or more students 
in agricultural economics. 

Dr. Lanham, who died in 1983, joined 
the Auburn faculty in 1939 as an assistant 
professor. In 1956 he was appointed ‘head 
of the Department of Agricultural Eco- 
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nomics and in 1964 became associate direc- 
tor of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
and assistant dean of the School of Agricul- 
ture. In 1966 Dr. Lanham became Auburn's 
first vice president for research and in 1972 
he was appointed vice president for admin- 
istration. Dr. Lanham retired in 1979 due 
to ill health. 

Auburn President James E. Martin, who 
studied under Dr. Lanham, remembers 
well his classes and said, “I am. grateful 
today for the broad spectrumrof knowledge 
and insight I gained under him. Dr. Lan- 
ham was the kind of professor students 
sought to emulate. Loyalty and distinction 
characterized his long career of service to 
the university and he had a unique influ- 
ence in that he served in almost every con- 
ceivable faculty and administrative capacity. 

“We deeply appreciate the generosity of 
Mrs. Lanham and her family in providing 
for this new scholarship.” 


AU Trustees Upgrade 
Forestry Department 
To School Status

Auburn's Board of Trustees voted June 4 
to upgrade the University’s Department of 
Forestry to school status. The department 
was established in 1947, and there had 
been interest in upgrading to a school for 
several years according to Dr. Emmett 
Thompson, head of the Forestry Depart- 
ment. 

“We've had interest among the faculty, 
industry, and alumni in a School of Forestry 
since the department was created, but until 
recently the time hasn't been appropriate,” 
Dr. Thompson said. “But with the experts 
all agreeing that the world’s bright- 
est area for forest development potential is 
the Southeastern United States, and with 
Alabama having the second largest timber- 
land base and second largest forest products 
industry in the region, we need to be struc- 
tured to take advantage of this opportunity.” 

The administrative structure and cost of 
Auburn's 11th undergraduate school will 
be determined over the summer by Univer- 
sity hierarchy. Dr. Thompson admits the 
immediate impact of the School will be in 
its higher visibility rather than in classroom 
improvement. “It's hard to say we'll do a 
better job educating our students,” he said. 
“But over the long haul I feel we'll do a 
better job recruiting faculty and retaining 
quality faculty. The move to a school is a 
visible move that shows that Auburn Uni- 
versity feels forestry is important. If we can 
recruit better faculty and graduate students 
as a result of this, then we'll likely have a 
better program.” 

Several reasons for the upgrading exist, 
but the primary reasons are that Auburn's 
is the state of Alabama's lone university 
forestry department and that the state 
relies heavily on the forest industry. “Two- 
thirds of Alabama's land area (22 of 33 
million acres) is classified as commercial 
forest,” Dr. Thompson. said. “Only Geor- 
gia among Southeastern states has more.” 
The forest products industry is Alabama's 
largest industry with an annual value of 
more than $1.5 billion and sales over $4 
billion. Alabama's forest products industry 
is second in size to Georgia’s among regional 
states, but is growing more rapidly than

Georgia's. “Upgrading forestry’s academic 
structure at Auburn is the next logical step 
toward providing forestry education and 
research in Alabama so that we can get the 
most out of this industry," Dr. Thompson 
said. 

For the state’s forest industry to continue 
to develop, Alabama needs forest manage- 
ment and forest products graduates. South- 
eastern schools of forestry are located at 
several campuses, none of them convenient 
to Alabama residents or students: North 
Carolina State, Georgia, Clemson, Virginia 
Tech, Mississippi State, and Florida. In 
addition to prospective students, the more 
than 1,000 licensed foresters and 200,000 
private forest land owners in the state look 
to Auburn for technical expertise when 
regenerating their land or dealing with 
whatever problems arise. School status will 
give Auburn forestry personnel greater 
flexibility in serving these individuals. 

Dr. Thompson also noted that the matter 
of hiring and retaining the best possible 
faculty played a role in upgrading Auburn's 
Department of Forestry to School. Unlike 
some other academic disciplines, according 
to Dr. Thompson, forestry does not have a 
surplus of top quality faculty. Therefore, 
for Auburn's forestry program to be com- 
petitive with other regional programs, the 
University needs every possible advantage 
to recruit the best available faculty. Potential 
professors, as well as others interested in 
forestry education and research, view aca- 
demic structure as an indication of a univer- 
sity’s overall commitment. Upgrading to a 
school, which most of the other Southern 
forestry programs are under, will help 
Auburn's faculty recruiting efforts. 

“We want to retain the best ones,” Dr. 
Thompson said. “I’m not at all complaining 
about our current faculty, but in the past 
we've lost a couple of people who might've 
stayed otherwise.” 

Another factor in the decision to upgrade 
is that the Southeastern United States is 
rapidly becoming the forestry center of the 
world, and U.S. manufacturers are com- 
petitive in world markets. The Southern 
region has the greatest potential to expand 
both home and foreign markets, so now is 
the perfect time for Auburn's forestry pro- 


gram to expand as well. If current trends 
continue, Alabama will have the region's 
largest forest products industry before the 
end of this century, and develop- 
ment and expansion of Alabama's forest 
products industry will definitely benefit 
the state’s economy. 

Auburn's forestry program has been a 
department within the School of Agricul- 
ture, Forestry, and Biological Sciences. De- 
grees offered include bachelor’s degrees in

forest management, forest products, and 
forest engineering, a Master of Science and 
a Master of Forestry; and a Ph.D. Since 
1947, approximately 1,000 individuals have 
received forestry degrees, and 161 students 
are currently enrolled in forestry studies at 
Auburn. All plans for the new School of 
Forestry will be announced toward the end 
of the summer, and the school will be 
included in the budget for fiscal year 
1984-85. 
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Professional Journalists, recently presented its first Award of Excellence to Henrietta Worsley 
Davis "35 of Auburn.

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New Engineering 
Building Open 


“The Electrical Engineering Department 
has moved to 200 Broun Hall .. .” clicked 
an electronic voice over the phone. The 
beginning of summer quarter opened the 
doors of the new electrical engineering 
building which had been under construc- 
tion since April 1982. “It’s exciting for us,” 
says Engineering Dean Lynn Weaver of 
the new Broun Hall equipped with 100,000 
square feet of classrooms, labs, and offices. 
“We just can’t stop now—we re just begin- 
ning,” he adds, explaining that on the site 
of the old Broun Hall the new civil engi- 
neering building will begin construction 
this summer. It should be completed by fall 
of 1985 


The new Broun Hall was sorely needed 
For the past several years the Electrical 
Engineering Department enrollment has 
increased fifteen percent per year. Adding 
the number of computer science majors to 
the current number of electrical engineer- 
ing majors means that the two areas com- 
prise ten percent of the entire Auburn stu- 
dent body—a staggering number of stu- 
dents for a department that has been using 
approximately the same facilities since 
1967 


The first floor provides a variety of facil- 
ities for the engineering students, includ- 
ing a study area with four small offices for 
student engineering organizations, a kit- 
chenetre, vending and convience area, as 
well as a student project area which will be 
the responsiblity of students desiring to 
use the equipment and who can reserve the 
room on a 24-hour basis. Along with the 
student facilities are six climate-controlled 
rooms containing digital computer sys- 
tems, a seminar room with a seating capac- 
ity of fifty, and a laser lab with a 24-foot 
air-suspended table for mounting purposes 


Other attributes of the building include a 


300-seat auditorium on the second floor 


with a retractable wall capable of dividing 
the room in half and numerous labs 


equipped to hold sixteen stations of five 
foot tables, enabling students to have indi- 
vidual set-ups. On the fourth floor is the 
microelectronic lab that, because of its spe- 
cial air filtering system, requires anyone 
entering the premises to dona lab coat. On 
the roof are three set-ups for antenna and 
various wave frequency testing. On every 
floor provisions have been made for the 
handicapped, and the building's lighting 
system was designed and implemented by 
engineering professor Dr. James Lowry to 
provide the desired intensity and location 
of light in each room

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Here and There— 


Variations on an Old Theme

Past a certain point, the process of human aging 
seems fraught with a natural inclination to romantic- 
ize the past and to bemoan the future of mankind. 
The farther we move away from the culture and days 
of our childhood, youth, and early adulthood, the 
fairer they become in the golden light of retrospect. 
And the more we meditate upon the present ten- 
sions and conflicts in the world around us and seek to 
peer ahead into the days to come, the bleaker future 
human prospects become. 

Running counter to this pessi- 
mistic streak in the human psyche 
exists an equally natural tendency 
to accept human progress as an 
article of faith. Despite the contra- 
diction implicit in these two ten- 
dencies, most of us manage to 
maintain each in varying degrees 
without any particular awareness 
of or concern about the obvious 
inconsistencies in our beliefs, professions, and actions. 

Thus, we can look back upon our earlier years as 
the end of a golden era in which our immediate 
ancestors participated, look forward to the future 
with uncertainty or horror, and yet rest secure in our 
superiority to our benighted ancestors who lived no 
farther back than the Dark Ages. And, at the same 
time, those of us with just enough leaven of opti- 
mism can dispel bleak visions of the future with faith 
that a return to some fundamental principles will 
lead to a great new era of progress. 

My own strong susceptibility to the alternating 
magnetic force of these divergent tendencies has led 
me to a deeper and deeper belief in the essentiality of 
disciplined, balanced education: of an educational 
program which will provide thorough grounding in 
both the sciences and the humanities to every high 
school graduate and offer a continuation of the same 
in greater depth through the first four years of 
college. 


From such a program, I would not expect mira- 
cles: My studies of the long course of human history 
provide no grounds for optimism about the possibil- 
ity of human perfectability or the establishment of 
any secular Utopia. How can we expect such achieve- 
ment from a race of beings who generally consider 
peace as their natural mode of existence but who 
have spent most of their five thousand recorded 
years in an endless series of bloody wars? These 
same beings have twice within this century estab- 
lished with marvelous idealism and high hope two 
great international bodies designed to bring an end 
to war: The first, the League of Nations, failed 
utterly to prevent mankind's headlong rush into the 
devastation of World War IL. The second, the United 
Nations, has done just as little in the prevention of 
tragic conflict all around the world and, so far, no 
more to avert the threat of a nuclear holocaust. 

On the other hand, my studies of the five thousand 
years of recorded history have produced no conclu- 
sive evidence of total human depravity: On the 
contrary, under the influence of great philosophers, 
theologians, poets, and political leadérs, the human

race has made some notable advances in developing 
humane precepts: Generally, the civilized world 
recognizes, at least in theory, the inalienable rights 
of every individual and the sanctity of every human 
soul. And, even though practice as usual lags far 
behind ideals, humanity has made some significant 
steps in augmenting justice: Cannibalism, human 
sacrifice, and chattel slavery have virtually disap- 
peared. And, in the Free World at least, women and 
ethnic minorities and the aged and children have 
moved much closer to the equality which they 
deserve. 

These latter developments might provide us some 
grounds for optimism about the future of mankind if 
it were not for some other recent historical devel- 
opments: In the past and present centuries, the 
world witnessed the growth and maturation in 
Europe, especially in Russia, of a political philo- 
sophy which promises every person absolute equal- 
ity and fulfills chat promise by making the generality 
of its subjects equal servants of a totalitarian state— 
not chattel slaves, but bond servants indentured for 
life to the controlling bureaucracy. And between the 
proponents of that philosophy and those of genuine 
democracy resides an enduring enmity which threat- 
ens the world with the possibility of a nuclear 
holocaust. 

Despite these latest tragic developments in his- 
tory, despite all the evidence of human intractability 
throughout recorded history, and despite my natural 
bent toward pessimism, I cling to a chastened hope 
for the future of mankind and maintain my belief 
that the kind of educational program outlined above 
just might bring that hope to fruition. Through such 
a program, we should attain the knowledge, humil- 
ity, tolerance, and inspiration to continue the strug- 
gle for freedom and justice long enough and wisely 
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enough to overcome the latest totalitarian threat and 
to prevent the perpetuation or resurrection of older 
autocratic political philosophies. 

Certainly, no one can guarantee such an outcome, 
but the stake—a world controlled by democratic 
nations—is high enough to merit the full cost of this 
hitherto untried approach to educating fully all the 
citizens of the free world. And there is nothing save 
apathy or recalcitrance to prevent us from thus 
committing ourselves to the fulfillment of our 
noblest ideals and aspirations.

Such a 
friend for me was J. Andrew Douglas '17, whose 
letters to The Alumnews came regularly and suppor- 
tively during the years I've been editor. Each time the 
class of 1917 had a reunion, I looked for his name 
among those registered. It never was and so I never 
got to meet him. However, for me and for Jerry 
Roden, Jr., to whose columns on education Mr. Doug- 
las most often responded, sending clippings, sug- 
gested readings, and words of encouragement, Mr. 
Douglas was very much a friend. His abiding interest 
in education in general and Auburn in particular was 
evident. Not only did he send us letters and reading 
lists, but he sent pictures of his Auburn days for The 
Alumnews to use in our celebration of Auburn's 
125th birthday and for Mickey Logue and Jack 
Simms to use in their pictorial history of Auburn.

Sports partisanship is an interesting thing. Let us 
talk here mainly, for the moment, about followers of 
college football teams. The season will, after all, be 
starting any day now. There is a curious pheno- 
menon I have noticed often before: fans outside the 
immediate town at which the school is located (not 
counting freshmen) are usually more rabid than the 
fans in the town. 

This fact is demonstrated regularly. Only recently, 
I was talking to some kinfolks who live in Bir- 
mingham. They say that a common, everyday topic 
on local radio talk shows and among friends and at 
work is the rivalry between Alabama and Auburn. 
And that’s in the off season. 

People can actually get angry. You've heard the 
type thing: Some dude will call the radio station (that 
same dude who called the night before and the night 
before that—it’s an inherent weakness of call-in 
shows that in a city of less than 16,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, the call-inners soon settle down to the hard 
core of exhibitionists, and you start getting the same 
callers over and over) and say something like, oh, 
“How you thank Auburn's gon’ do this year?” 

Well, that, of course, IS strictly a matter of 
thought. Nobody can predict for sure what any team 
will do; and if they could, there wouldn't be any point 
in playing the games. 

But the announcer will blather on a bit aes 
what'll happen if the quarterback situation is thus 
and so, and if the defense lives up to expectations, 
and if the whole team doesn't come down with 
herpes, and on and on and on. 

Then some Alabama fan will call in and express an 
opinion: “How come you spend all that time talkin’ 
‘bout them turkeys way down yonder. It makes me 
sick. Why don’t you talk about a real team, Alabama?” 

And it'll go on like that. 

And rumors. If you want to hear some really juicy 
rumors about the coaches or players, don’t hang 
around Auburn (for instance—I'm sure the same is 
true in other college towns), go to the farthest corner 
of the state, like well, say, Lamar County...and find 
out things you never dreamt of: 

“I heard that one of the assistant coaches down 
there, Jess Jockstrap, I think his name is, has been 
..and that the left tackle, Zeke Fireplugski, got in 
trouble with this...and the quarterback said he 
wouldn't play unless...” 

“Hmmm,” I say. “I haven't heard anything like 
that, and I LIVE there.” 

Gossipping and pipelines to really hot inside 
information or misinformation are much more prev- 
alent away from the eye of the storm, as it were. 

Newspaper writers, particularly those in Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery, are regular targets. 
Sports editors, aware of circulations that cover 
approximately equal numbers of fanatics from both 
sides, measure the inches devoted to each team with 
a micrometer to be sure one doesn't get written 
about more than the other. Yet, you'll hear all the 
time about how that sorry rag of a paper writes about 
Alabama (if you're an Auburn fan) or Auburn (if 
you're an Alabama fan) all the time. Oh, how could 
they be so disgustingly one-sided about the thing? 
Another thing to keep in mind is that your really 
venomous fan is often the-guy who didn’t go to 
college anywhere. I know lots of folks, kinfolks, some 
of them, who never darkened the door of any insti- 
tute of higher learning, but who would almost kill for 
the glory of dear old Whatever U. Usually, sad to say, 
that other institution. I try to be tolerant about it. 
They just haven't been exposed to the finer things.

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Will Progress Ruin It?— 
The Uniqueness of Auburn

Auburn has loved its traditions, whether based 
upon fact or myth, and these traditions have helped 
to create the spirit that has been such a powerful 
influence in creating the Auburn of the 1980's. 
Auburn is more than a college or a town, it is a way of 
life.

The city of Auburn has always been unique in the 
state of Alabama. Although other towns in the state 
host universities or community colleges, no other 
Alabama town is as inextricably linked to a univer- 
sity as is Auburn. The city is a true college town, with 
the university. being the center of population, 
employment, and social life. It is this distinction, 
perhaps more than any other, which makes Auburn 
unique—an anomaly in the state. 

Because it is a college town, Auburn has always 
been very aware of its past. For such a small place, 
the “loveliest village” is rich in history and strongly 
bound by tradition. Samford, Langdon, and Hargis 
Halls stand like sentinels overlooking College Street 
and Toomer's Corner, home of fresh-squeezed lem- 
onade and countless spontaneous victory celebra- 
tions. Haley Center, that ungainly monument to 
progress and modern architecture, stands next to 
dormitory buildings constructed by Franklin Roose- 
velt's Civilian Conservation Corps during the depths 
of the Great Depression. 

In a town so enamored of its past, change and 
“progress” are concepts which have ominous conno- 
tations. Both the University and the town have re- 
sisted change over the years, an attitude which has 
lent credence to the conception of Auburn as a 
stronghold of conservative and traditional values. 
This resistance to change has encompassed changes 
both physical and spiritual. 

Yet change comes to all things, Auburn included. 
The past year, in fact, has seen more changes on the 
campus and in the town than perhaps any other 
comparable time period in Auburn's history. Every- 
where it seems that there is construction or remodel- 
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ing underway. The new Broun Hall was recently 
completed and a second engineering building will 
soon be built on the site of the old Broun, a new 
education complex is going up across from the secur- 
ity office, and Sewell Hall is undergoing a facelift just 
to mention a few of the projects which are currently 
underway on campus. As for the city, it seems every 
day sees the destruction of a long-standing house 


which is all too often replaced by a rat's maze of 
sterile, box-like apartments, devoid of both person

SItYy \¢ 1tiONnS are Stiii in the € riy stages OUC It 
appears that the six or seven story hotel will be run 


by a major chain such as Hilton or Sheraton. 

All these changes have their positive aspects. Both 
a university and a city need new and modern facilities 
and concepts if academic and mercantile business is 
to prosper, but with these changes comes responsi- 
bilty also. It is the grave responsibiltiy of both the 
University and the city to insure that constructive 
change comes to Auburn without endangering the 
qualities—tradition, warmth, and unity of pur- 
pose—that have made Auburn what it is. Too often, 
the recent changes which have come to Auburn have 
been motivated by other, more selfish motives. 

There is hope, however, that the growth which is 
threatening to overwhelm Auburn can be controlled 
and steered into more constructive channels. Under 
the present mayor, Jan Dempsey, several steps have 
been taken in this direction. Two years ago the city 
sent out a questionnaire soliciting the views of 
townspeople concerning the city’s priorities for 
growth and improvement over the next twenty 
years. The plan which resulted from the responses, 
called the “Auburn 2000 Plan,” was perceived by the 
city as “a method of protecting a community from

repeating past mistakes, a way for rationally dealing 
with problems of growth and development...anda 
blueprint for stewardship over the resources needed 
by future generations.” 

The plan established eight subcommittees, made 
up of representatives from both the community and 
the University, to study the areas of land use, hous- 
ing, recreation, transportation and utilities, eco- 
nomic development, education, civic enrichment, 


‘and governmental organization. Each subcommittee 


established goals and objectives for its particular 
area based on responses to the questionnaire as well 
as comparison of Auburn to other communities sim- 
ilar in size and makeup. 

One of the most obvious needs which emerged 
from the plan, and that which will probably have the

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most direct effect on the relationship between the 
University and the city, was the question of a new 
zoning ordinance. Auburn's present ordinance, under 
which much of the recent haphazard growth has 
taken place, was written in 1968 and last revised in 
1972. City officials have been working for more than 
a year to formulate and put in place a new, up-to-date 
law which can help to correct or prohibit problems 
which have resulted due to loopholes or inadequacies 
in the old. The new ordinance should be in place by 
the coming fall. 


Although the new law will not solve all the pro- 
blems caused by the proliferation of unsightly and 
poorly planned housing, it will impose stricter regu- 
lations concerning landscaping, buffering from adja- 
cent homes, and provisions for parking and traffic 
access. Ofeven more interest to the University is the 

“University Services Area,’ which is basically an 
attempt to encourage the students to move out of the 
suburbs where they have migrated in the past few 
years and back into the residental areas bordering 
the campus. 

City planners feel such a move would have a 
number of positive effects. Attractive landscaping 
including bike paths and pedestrian concourses such 
as those on campus could be extended out into the 
student residential areas immediately adjacent. The 
resulting blend of University and city would not only 
be aesthetically pleasing, but would also solve linger- 
ing traffic and parking problems as well. Though 
such ideas are at present but a gleam in Mayor 
Dempsey’s eyes, there is hope that major steps 
toward this goal can begin once the new zoning 
ordinance becomes law. Completion of such a plan, 
however, it still years in the future. 

In the meantime, Auburn must begin to reconcile 
itself to change, for there is no escape from the 
relentless rush of progress. The most important 
thing is to insure that this progress is compatible 
with all the intangibles that have made the Auburn 
experience a cherished part of so many people's 
lives. As Mayor Dempsey expresses it—‘'The 
Auburn mystique is as much due to its people as to its 
buildings. If the kind of people who have made 
Auburn what it is are to continue to be attracted here, 
then the city must improve and meet new challenges 
while at the same time protecting its past.’ 
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Finding Drugs for 
Cancer Often Long 
Tedious Process

“Eventually, cancer will account for far 
fewer deaths than it does today,” writes 
Steven B. Oppenheimer in his book Cancer: 
A Biological and Clinical Introduction. 
Such optimism has gradually increased 
within the medical community because of 
advancements in research over the past 
few years. Still, with only a dozen or so of 
the more than 100 types of cancer regarded 
as curable, much research into all aspects of 
these neoplastic diseases must take place 
before man has a grip on the most dreaded 
disease family. 

Some of the major research projects 
conducted by faculty members in the div- 
ision of medicinal chemistry in Auburn's 
School of Pharmacy deal with the devel- 
opment of new anti-cancer drugs. These 
professors, along with their students, are 
attempting to design and synthesize new 
derivatives of drugs which have proven 
effective in test situations such as in small 
laboratory animals or in cultures of tumor 
cell growth, but which have not stopped 
cancerous cells within the human body. 

Dr. Jack DeRuiter, assistant professor of 
pharmacy, is a medicinal chemist who, 
along with his wife, Jacquelyn, and children 
Casaundra, 3%, and Alex, 1, came to Auburn 
a year ago. He began working on anti-viral 
and anti-cancer drugs while studying for 
his master’s degree at the University of 
Michigan, then continued that work while 
earning his Ph.D. from the Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia at Virginia Commonwealth 
University in 1982. He then spent two 
years working with Dr. Wayne Anderson 
at the State University of New York at 
Buffalo, where Dr. Anderson directs one of 
the largest and most successful anti-cancer 
drug development programs in the country. 

Dr. DeRuiter describes his research at 
Auburn as “simply developing new, better 
anti-cancer drugs. We take some existing 
experimental drug and in some way modify 
or alter its chemical structure to convert it 
to an agent which would be useful in treat- 
ing human neoplastic disease, or cancers,” 
he said. “Essentially the drugs we're work- 
ing on are new chemical entities for the 
treatment of cancers not managed effec- 
tively with the drugs presently available.” 

An example of this research is Dr. 
DeRuiter’s project dealing with the exper- 
imental anti-cancer drugs azaserine and 
DON. Both of these are effective in fight- 
ing animal cancers and human cancers 
which have been transplanted into test 
animals. They have not, however, proven 
effective against human cancers in clinical 
trials because they are digested in the 
stomach or the human bloodstream prior 
to reaching populations of cancer cells. Dr. 
DeRuiter and his student assistants are 
attempting to modify the chemical struc- 
tures of these drugs in hopes of obtaining 
new agents which may be resistant to deg- 
radation and, therefore, more effective.

This work entails more than mixing up 
chemicals in a beaker. With all the tests 
and steps involved, a single project can 
take anywhere from two or three months 
to several years. Dr. DeRuiter estimates 
the actual chemical synthesis of the new 
potential drugs takes up ninety percent of 
the time and effort of the total project. 

“What we do depends on what each pro- 
ject calls for,” Dr. DeRuiter said. “We gen- 
erally attempt to design drugs which will 
prevent the synthesis of DNA in cancer 
cells. We look at how cells are believed to 
make DNA, a complex, multi-step process, 
and try to find some point in that pathway 
that we can interrupt. Unfortunately, most 
of the drugs available today not only stop 
growth of cancer cells but inevitably stop 
the growth of normal cells, too. The effect 
of these drugs on normal cells produces 
many of the side effects commonly observed 
with cancer chemotherapy, such as nausea 
and vomiting, blood disease, and increased 
susceptibility to infection. Our goal is to 
make drugs more specific for cancer cells.” 

One way of doing this, Dr. DeRuiter 
said, is to work on the cells’ utilization of 
glutamine, a crystalline amino acid that all 
cells need to produce DNA. Normal cells 
are capable of producing all the glutamine 
they need, but a number of cancer cells 
don't have enough glutamine to make 
DNA. These cells must obtain glutamine 
from outside sources. These cells, then, are 
inordinately sensitive to anything affecting 
their use of glutamine. As Dr. DeRuiter 
puts it, “The derivatives of azaserine and 
DON we're making are ‘glutamine antag- 
onists,’ blocking normal physiological roles 
of glutamine. Our new compounds prevent 
glutamine from being used for DNA pro- 
duction, thus stopping the process.” As 
normal cells are not nearly as affected as 
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cancer cells when the glutamine utilization 
is decreased, theoretically an effective drug 
would extinguish cancer cells but not nor- 
mal cells. 

As for success, “We've made a couple of 
compounds and sent them to the National 
Cancer Institute,” Dr. DeRuiter said, adding 
that he has not heard from that organiza- 
tion yet because of the amount of testing it 
performs. 

So the testing goes on, at Auburn and at 
many sites in the world, That's the only 
way Dr. Oppenheimer's prophecy will 
come about. In the meantime, Dr. DeRuiter 
said, the public remains uninformed as to 
what cancer is. 

“Many people generally have a miscon- 
ception in that they feel we should spend 
our time searching for the cause of cancer 
rather than the cure,” Dr. DeRuiter said. 
“But simply finding the cause would not 
necessarily benefit anybody as that doesn't 
solve the problem.” It doesn’t mean that 
we will automatically find a cure for cancer 
as part of the process. He pointed out that 
our environment seems filled with carci- 
nogens, probably because research has de- 
termined what possibly causes cancer. 
“Exposure to these things over a long 
period of time means there's a chance of 
developing cancer,’ Dr. DeRuiter 
explained. 

Dr. DeRuiter also pointed out that cancer 
is not a single disease but is a family of 
diseases, neoplastic or “new growth” dis- 
eases. “Cancer basically amounts to cells 
growing out of control,” he said. “All cells 
are constantly growing, some more rapidly 
than others. But cancerous cells grow auto- 
nomously without any apparent control- 
ling factor and at accelerated rate.” 

He added that with so many different 
forms of the disease and with detection of 


cancer usually not before the disease is 
already established, it will remain difficult 
to treat. Also the fact that most cancer cells 
arise from normal mammalian cells makes 
it difficult to design drugs which will kill 
cancer cells but not normal, healthy cell 


populations. 


Cancer Research 
At Vet School

The study of cancer in animals does not 
have the impact of similar studies in man, 
but it is vital if neoplastic diseases are ever 
to be understood. Cancer is infrequent in 
large animals such as horses, cattle and 
pigs, but smaller pet animals, which share 
the same environment and often the same 
diet as their owners, develop cancer more 
often. Several departments within Auburn's 
School of Veterinary Medicine study and 
attempt to treat animal cancers. 

“We get about 500 animals with cancer 
per year in the Small Animal Clinic,” said 
Dr. Ralph Henderson, associate professor 
of small animal surgery. “These almost 
totally correspond with the cancers in man. 
Cancer in dogs is especially similar to that 
in man, so dogs are good models for treat- 
ment.” Dr. Henderson pointed out that 
although the majority of cancers that occur 
in animals also occur in man, there is no 
known transmission of cancer from anim- 
als to man. However, because the tumors 
in afflicted animals are so similar to those 
formed in humans, treatment of animals 
often leads to knowledge concerning treat- 
ment of tumors in man. 

Dr. Henderson explained that after initial 
diagnosis, veterinarians determine the best 
treatment or proper therapy for the case. 
“If the cancer is localized and not spread, 
then it's best treated in surgery, by radiation, 
or by freezing it,” he said. In surgery, the 
tumor is simply cut away from the body. 
Radiation treatment consists of a series of 
exposures to radioactive particles which 
are beamed into the tumor to destroy the 
tumor's reproductive capability. To freeze 
a tumor, the veterinarian applies liquid 
nitrogen to the tumor, killing the tumor. 
This process is known as cryosurgery. 

“If the cancer has spread to other parts 
of the body (either through the bloodstream 
or through the lymphatic system), then 
chemotherapy or some other type of treat- 
ment is necessary,” Dr. Henderson said. 
Chemotherapy consists of distributing cer- 
tain chemicals throughout the body to fight 
cells which have broken away from the 
original tumor and lodged elsewhere. The 
chemicals are administered either through 
capsules for oral intake or through injection 
directly into the bloodstream. Dr. Hender- 
son added that chemotherapy is not used 
extensively in animal care because if an 
animal cannot be assured quality survival, 
then veterinarians usually feel it's best not 
to allow the animal to live and suffer. This 
differs from human treatment where life 
usually is prolonged as long as possible. 
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Dr. William Brawner, assistant professor 
of radiology, works with radivactive diag- 
nosis and treatment of animal cancer. Basi- 
cally when an animal is suspected of having 
a tumor, the veterinarian injects an appro- 
priate isotope, a radioactive particle, into 
the animal's bloodstream. The isotope 
travels to the critical area where it lodges, 
then the radiologist uses a gamma camera 
to scan the anatomy. This scan reveals 
whether the animal has cancer, what type 
of cancer, and tumor size 

“The scan machine was actually deyel- 
oped for humans,” Dr. Brawner said. “Scans 
differ from x-rays, and through the gamma 
camera we form or develop nuclear images 
from the isotopes that have gathered in 
various Organs,” The gamma camera differs 
from standard x-ray equipment in that it 
detects the radioactive particles from the 
body rather than beaming through the 
body to produce a negative image. Specific 
body parts attract and hold different iso- 
topes, so knowing where a tumor is sus- 
pected dictates which isotope a veterinarian 
would choose for a particular case. 

Dr. Brawner added that radiation treat- 
ment is the best way to treat some types of 
cancer which cannot be surgically removed 
because the tumor is too near vital struc- 
tures, He also noted that Auburn's School 
of. Veterinary Medicine is one of the few 
Southeastern schools with this particular 
phase of treatment. “Our school is the only 
place in Alabama, Georgia, Florida, and 
Mississippi doing routine radiation therapy,” 
he said. “We serve as a referral center for 
this region.” The treatment is nor per- 
formed at the Ver School, but at the tele- 
therapy unit in the Nuclear Science Center 
on the main campus. 

After surgeons in the Small Animal 
Clinic have removed tumor tissue, they 
send the extracted matter to the pathology 
department, chaired by Dr. Lauren Wolfe. 
Pathologists grow the cells under laboratory 
conditions. “We look for such things as 
growth: properties, chromosomal cyto- 
genetics [study of hereditary aspects of the 
chromosomes within the cells], structural 
components, the ability of single cells to 
form colonies in a semi-solid medium [a 
jello-like environment], cells’ ability to 
row fn certain environments, cell surface 
markers [trademarks of individual ty pes of 
cells], and a few other things,” Dr. Wolfe 
said. These studies, he said, are all basic 
studies in cell biology 

Dr. Wolfe explained his. de partment’s 
work with cancerous cells is basically an 
observation of cell growth. "We atte mptto

Pathologists do this by breaking down 
tumor tissue into single cell suspensions, 
or groups of around a thousand or so cells. 
They then apply acids in order to measure 
the growth of the cells. After the cells grow 
for several generations, they are injected 
into laboratory mice. The resulting tumor 
is inevitably similar to che original tumor 
in the dog or whatever animal was affected. 
By watching the new tumor develop, the 
pathologists can understand how it de- 
velops, which they hope will lead to methods 
of stopping the cancer.

Jordan Family 
Aids Museum

During his lifetime, Coach Ralph (Shug) 
Jordan made varied and numerous contri. — 


butions to Auburn University and the 
Auburn community. Even today, one con- 
tribution helps carry on the coach's philan- 
thropic tradition—not on the football field, 
but in the scientific realm. The Jordan fam- 
ily is supporting, through a special endow- 
ment, the Auburn University Museum of 
Vertebrate Zoology. Maintained in the 
Department of Zoology-Entomology, the 
museum displays the only comprehensive 
collection of Alabama vertebrate animals, 
with the exception of fishes, in existence, 
(Auburn's Department of Fisheries and 
Allied Aquacultures houses an excellent 
icthyological collection.) 

Through donations to the Jordan Mem- 
orial Fund and the Jamie Jenkins Memorial 
Fund, as well as ancillary monies through 
the Alabama Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, the museum houses more than 29,000 . 
preserved and cataloged specimens. In 
addition to the preserved specimens, about 
30 living reptiles are maintained for use in 
teaching and research. 

“Tt is vital that Auburn University, with 
its important teaching and research pro- 
grams in vertebrate natural history and 
wildlife conservation, maintain a museum 
of a caliber that stimulates a sincere inter- 
est in learning. I'm so glad we can be a part 
of such a worthwhile endeavor,” said Evelyn 
Jordan °66, wife of the late coach. 

Conservative estimates of replacement 
costs of the reptiles and amphibians in the 
museum total to an “astounding” 
$1,491,500, according to Dr. R. H. Mount 
‘54, professor of zoology-entomology, who, 
along with Dr. J. L. Dusi, maintains the 
collections, The replacement figure includes 
items such as expenses associated with col- 
lecting, preserving, and cataloging the spe 
cimens, and cost of preserving fluids, con- 
tainers, and shelving 

The museum is used by a variety of 
scientists and graduate students pursuing 
zoological research. Tw enty-three scien 
tists have received advanced degrees in 


herpetology from Auburn since the origin 


of the museum, and comparable numbers 
have been trained at the graduate level in 
ornithology and mammalogy. Among the 
herpetologists is the-Jordans’ son, Ralph, . 
Jr., 70, who currently directs T.V.A.’s Re : 
gional Natural Heritage Project 
Dr. Mount says he’s confident that withis 
st two to three decades, Auburn Uni . 
ersity has produced more vertebrate nat 
ral Historians at the M.S. and Ph.D. levels 
han all of the other state universities com 
bined. A majority of these graduates de 


pended in varying degrees on the museum 
for conducting their research and docu- 
menting the results 

More than 100 publications have resulted 
directly from museum-related research, 
and a great many more have been written 
by scientists at other universities who 
make use of the collections. In addition, the 
museum benefits the instructional pro- 
gram of the School of Agriculture, For- 
estry, and Biological Sciences by providing 
preserved and living examples of various 
species for upper-level courses. in verte- 
brate zoology. 

The museum also serves to educate the

more space and a full-time curatorial staff 
If we can find some more friends like the 
Jordan and Jenkins families, we might be 
able to develop a first-class facility like the 
ones in most other states and thus qualify 
for some federal grant money,” he ex- 
plained. “Inasmuch as many industries 
benefit indirectly from museum-related 
functions, it would be in their best interest 
to help out too.” 

Dr. John F. Pritchett '65, head of the 
Department of Zoology-Entomology, agrees 
with Dr. Mount and concludes, “The Jor- 
dan Memorial Fund offers a sterling oppor- 
tunity for friends of Auburn to lend their 
support to the University and at the same 
time to honor the memory of Coach Jor- 
dan, a man who devoted his life to Auburn 
and its students.” 


One of First AU Coeds 
Honored by Son,

The year was 1894, and on a warm June 
day Willie Gertrude Little, Katherine C. 
Broun, and Margaret Kate Teague stepped 
forward “amid thunderous applause” to 
receive their diplomas. As the first three 
women to graduate from Auburn, they

another special occasion. Ona warm sunny 
May day, the three women, hair distin- 
guishedly gray with age, were on hand for 
the dedication of the quadrangle dorms 
The dorms were built in the late Thirties to 
house women students, and three of the 
dorms today bear the names of Auburn's 
first three women graduates. 

Miss Little's son, Judge Leigh Clark ‘21 
of Birmingham, has just given a picture of 
his mother, for whom dorm three was 
named, to Auburn. “It's a picture of Willie 
Gertrude Little as she was when she gradu- 
ated,” said Mr. Clark. His mother died in 
1949. 

“We always considered Auburn as home 
and still do,” said Judge Clark, an Auburn 
alumnus himself. He explained that his 
mother grew up in Auburn and while a 
student at the college, studied general 
courses and was especially scholarly in 
languages—English, Greek, and Latin. 

After graduation, Miss Little taught at 
Auburn High School for two years. In 
1896, she married George Samuel Clark, 
their marriage marking the first of an 
Auburn alumna to an Auburn alumnus. 
(He earned a degree in chemical engi- 
neering.) 

It is only by coincidence that Miss Little's 
great granddaughter, Kate Marshall, a jun- 
ior in international trade, now lives in 
Little Hall. When asked why she had come 
to Auburn, Kate said that her parents had 
liked the Auburn campus and the educa- 
tional opportunities Auburn offered. But, 
she added, family tradition might have 
swayed her decision to come to Auburn. “I

Dr. William H. Holley has been ap- 
pointed head of the Department of Man- 
agement in the School of Business.

High Schoolers Join 
Theatre Majors for 
A Busy AU Summer

While many Auburn students groan 
about the slow paced summer quarter and 
hunt vigorously for activities to fill their 
empty hours, some students fail to get even 
the first blush of a summer tan. The thea- 
tre major’s summer is a collage of saws, 
hammers, humming sewing machines, 
grease paint, bright lights, auditions, and 
acting—everyone doing everything, or 
almost everything. Auburn University’s 
Theatre Department, beginning in 1979, 
decided to give its majors an opportunity to 
work like a professional company during 
the summer months. It prepared a quarter 
jammed with three performances, one 
musical and two light comedies, that would 
be mounted and rotated throughout the 
summer season. This arrangement de- 
manded that the theatre major learn more 
than one role at a time, and required that 
he also help with the technical aspects of 
shifting sets, costumes, and make-up from 
show to show. And most important of all, 
the summer program threw him into close 
quarters, day-in-and-day-out, with his fel- 
low actors—an important learning expe- 
rience for those who plan to make theatre 
their bread and butter money. “Everybody 
knows everything about everybody; they 
become your family,” says theatre major 
Brad Mooy. “If you hold grudges you can 
forget theatre.” 

Last year the Theatre Department de- 
cided to include talented high school stu- 
dents from around the Southeast in the 
summer experience. Adding high school- 
ers both improves musical performance at 
the secondary level and encourages some of 
that high school talent to come to Auburn. 
In one year's time the number of high 
school students increased from twenty-five 
to forty-two, with some students coming 
from as far away as Vermont and Kansas. 
And, instead of three shows that play 
throughout the summer, each plays only 
for a week and has a different format—a 
musical, a dinner theatre, and one tradi- 
tional show. 

The first production, the musical, is 
devoted entirely to the high school per- 
formers, with the theatre majors assuming 
various instructive roles of director, cho- 
reographer, or teacher, assisting the younger 
dramatists. The musical is prepared at a 
breakneck speed, challenging the high 
school students to audition, memorize lines 
and dance numbers, build sets, design cos- 
tumes, and learn make-up in a mere three 
weeks. But, apparently, this intense sche- 
dule presents no problem to the teen- 
agers. “They have boundless energy,” ex- 
plains theatre professor Marilyn Powel. 
Unlike the college students who are some- 
what jaded, she says affectionately, the 
high school students had practically mem- 
orized all of their lines the day after 
auditions. 

The average day of the Auburn Univer- 
sity Theatre Company begins something 
like this: It's Friday, and the high school 
students have two more weeks to go before 
opening night. Company call at nine 
assembles everyone in the auditorium for 
general announcements and rehearsal sche- 
dules. Voices, some eloquently audible,

some in whispers, others murmurs, rise 
and fall—"Have you memorized your 
lines?” “I've got one scene I only have to 
moan in.” “They're blocking the dialogue 
today.” 

The high school students, strewn in the 
front five rows, and the college students 
casually seated behind them watch as Pro- 
fessor Lois Garren, the director of Guys 
and Dolls, wafts on stage in a blue jeans 
skirt and cotton blouse. After she has made 
her announcements, a piano begins to trill 
on the main stage, and everyone magically 
disappears down hallways and behind 
brown velvet curtains. 

Saws from the scene shop begin to whir. 
“Rehearsals are everywhere: there’s dance 

in the acting studio upstairs, leads on the 
main stage, chorus in the band hall in the 
music building, and individual scenes are 
Starting up in the directing studio,” de- 
scribes Brad, seated in a comfortable chair 
in the deep recesses of the Green Room, an 
actor's haven, or in layman's terms, a 
lounge. “Every place is taken up at all 
times,” adds Bevelyn Lummis, a senior 
theatre major. “Everyone does technical 
work in addition to performance,” she says. 
“We know how to do it all—lights, box 
office, costumes, and make-up.” She cho- 
reographed the dance numbers for Guys 
and Dolls. 

“There is no such thing as free time,” 
says Brad. Even though he enrolled for 
only six hours of theatre workshop, he is at 
the theatre all day except when he is 
attending his American government and 
feature writing classes. As he assists the 
high school students, he has already started 
rehearsals for The Good Doctor, the last 
play of the season. “They are really a com- 
pany unto themselves,” comments Bevelyn 
about the high school students. “They 
learn how a company runs, and we learn 
more by teaching them.” 

And what is so special about working for 
the company? “It’s a challenge,” says Seth 
Cherniak, a high school senior from Mobile, 
cast in the role of Nathan Detroit. “It's the 
biggest role I've ever had. I have a lot of 
lines and characterization to learn,” he says 
a little nervously, but adds, “It’s a challenge 
for the whole cast—we are eating, sleep- 
ing, and drinking theatre.” Indeed, the stu- 
dents are saturated with theatre. Except for 
a half hour for lunch and two hours for 
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dinner, their responsibilities are to theatre. 

Playing opposite Seth is Auburn high 
school senior Joelle James, back for her 
second summer and cast in the role of Ade- 
laide. They play a couple who have been 
engaged for fourteen years, much to the 
dismay of Adelaide who is determined to 
get Nathan Detroit to the altar. “It’s not 
just an extracurricular activity,” says Joelle 
of the three week musical camp. “The 
Theatre Department is serious about what 
it's doing.” Describing her role in last 
year's production of Oklahoma, directed by 
Ralph Miller, she says, “I was Ado Annie, 
the girl who can't say no.” Having worked 
with two different directors, she disco- 
vered that each director's method differs, 
but “both work.” 

Back on main stage a tall, blond high 
school girl clad in shorts and a t-shirt, peers 
from behind the stage curtains at Professor 
Garren and the five Auburn male students 
huddled about her. “Is there a free college 
student?” she asks. They all look up. “I 
need to take some posters to Opelika.” One 
student volunteers. Professor Garren dismisses 
the group and moves toward center stage 
to begin blocking the leads’ dialogue. Her 
stage manager, Alice Sullivan, a junior in 
design and tech, sits in the front aisle tak- 
ing notes. Someone overhead rattles lights, 
getting them ready for the show. 


Meanwhile, Bill Rich 83, the technical 9 


director for the summer theatre, commands 
an ever varying number of students with a 
variety of skills back in the scene shop. For 
Guys and Dolls, five sets had to be assembled 
in a two to three week period. ‘I like it very, 
very much,” says Bill, undaunted by the 
hectic schedule after doing the tech work 
for thirteen shows in the past ten months 
for the Springer Opera House in Colum- 
bus, Georgia, where his workers consist of 
community volunteers. “They are enjoying 
it,” he says referring to the entire chorus of 
twenty kids. “They are talented people and 
are willing to learn.” And as he works on 
the first show his thoughts are already on 
the set for the second show, Bedroom 
Farce. That particular set will be built in 
the scene shop so it can be disassembled 
and taken to the Auburn Conference Cen- 
ter. Last year a minor miscalculation for 
the set of Play It Again Sam caused the set 
builders to shave an inch off the entire 
set—the calculations hadn't taken one inch 
of carpet into consideration. 

While hammering and sawing go on 
downstairs, upstairs in one of the theatre's 
offices Professor Powel prepares a lecture 
for a drama class that afternoon. Hand- 
made masks left from a class rest on her 
filing cabinet and silhouettes of two fla- 
mingos frame her window. In the evening 
she will have the first reading of The Good 
Doctor, which she will direct. 

As the saying goes, there is no business 
like show business, and the business of the 
moment is Guys and Dolls. After all the 
singing and dancing is over—what then? 
“When they're worn out and going home,” 
says Brad of the high school students, 
“we're starting the next show. There's no 
break for us.” 


New Management 
M. S. Has Ist 
Graduate

One of the School of Business’s newest 
programs, the M.S. in management with a 
concentration on management informa- 
tion systems, had its first graduate in June.

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ments for the new degree and is now pro- 
duction planner for Ampex Corp. in 
Auburn. 

Management information systems (MIS) 
is one of three areas of concentration a 
student seeking an M.S. in management 
may choose. The program was created two 
years ago by the Department of Manage- 
ment, and is directed by Dr. Charles A. 
Snyder. 

The MIS program is designed to teach 
the management of computerized systems 
which aid in business decision-making. 
“The focus of our program is on the area 
where training is needed most—applying 
knowledge,” explains Dr. Bill Ledbetter, a 
colleague of Dr. Snyder. “Computer science 
finds the technology. We train people to 
employ this technology embodied in the 
computer to improve productivity in organ- 
izations,’ Dr. Snyder adds. 

There is a strong demand for the pro- 
gram, and it will benefit the state “by pro- 
viding education to people who can employ 
computers and telecommunications and 
improve productivity, even raise the stan- 
dard of living,” Dr. Snyder says. 

In addition to completing 45 quarter 
hours of classwork and writing a thesis, 
MIS students are actively engaged in re- 
search while in the program. In the past 
two years, faculty and students published 
and presented various papers at the state, 
regional, and national levels. The South- 
east meeting of the American Institute for 
Decision Science chose a paper by MIS stu- 
dent Libby Adams and Asst. Prof. Nelson 
Ford, Jr., as the number one presentation. 
Dr. Snyder says he feels this achievement is 
evidence of the program's success. “We're 
young, but we think we have a quality 
program.” 

The Management Department offers 16 
MIS courses. All 3,000 undergraduates in 
Business curricula are required to take two 
of these courses. 

All of the MIS faculty—adjunct part- 


time faculty in addition to seven full-time 
instructors—hold doctoral degrees except 
one, who will complete his dissertation 
this summer. All have extensive and diverse 
consulting and management experience, 
and average about ten years each of profes- 
sional non-academic work experience. Sev- 
era! have held significant management and 
MIS positions in both private industry and 
public organizations. 

The MIS branch of the master’s degree 
Program constitutes 80 percent of the 
graduate students enrolled in the Man- 
agement Department. Twenty-five are en- 
rolled in MIS for fall, coming from as far 
away as Calgary, Canada, and Taiwan, and 
from schools like the University of Pitts- 
burgh and Virginia Tech. Dr. Ledbetter 
feels proof of the quality of Auburn's MIS 
program can be seen in the jobs that gradu- 
ates are offered. For instance, Libby Adams 
will be the second graduate when she com- 
pletes her thesis in the next few months. 
She has already accepted a position as data 
Processing manager (MIS director) for 
Lubbock General Hospital in Lubbock, 
Tex. “Some are lured away before they fin- 
ish,” explains Dr. Ledbetter, 

The program is “only constrained by 
resources,” according to Dr. Snyder. He 
says although the current faculty provide a 
solid base, additional MIS instructors are 
needed to meet the demand for teaching, 
research, extension, and consulting. The 
program also needs assistance in facilities. 
“We are dependent on corporate dona- 
tions,” he says. 

Auburn is applying for a $12,000 plan- 
ning grant in hopes of improving the MIS 
program. IBM Corporation is providing 
grant money to schools offering a master’s 
in MIS in an effort to upgrade and improve 
the programs. A total of $25 million will be 
distributed among 30 colleges, some of 
which will receive a maximum of $2 mil- 
lion each. Management professors are opti- 
mistic about Auburn's chances of receiving

aid because of the qualifications of our 
program. 

A Ph.D. program in MIS is under devel- 
opment and will be implemented in the 
next two years. Plans exist for the creation 
of a bachelor’s degree program specifically 
in MIS, in addition to the present one 
which is broader and based on manage- 
ment in general. Other plans include devel- 
oping a Research Center and a Research 
Lab to more fully explore the management 
of evolving technologies in areas such as 
telecommunications, expert systems, and 
office automation. 


Tuttle Newcomer 
To Marathon But 
Makes Olympics

Despite all the controversy surrounding 
this year’s Olympics, at least one Auburn 
athlete is looking forward to a trip to Los 
Angeles this summer. John Tuttle, a 
former Auburn track star and 1982 gradu- 
ate, still trains in Auburn and recently he 
become the first Tiger athlete to officially 
qualify for the U.S. team. Although Tuttle 
was a middle distance runner while a Tiger, 
he has taken up running the marathon 
since he graduated. Still a relative newco- 
mer to the grueling 26 mile, 385 yard race, 
he has quickly become one of the top mara- 
thon runners in the country. 

Tuttle ran his first marathon at the Flor- 
ida Festival in 1983 against an interna- 
tional field and won first place despite his 
inexperience. He then went on to finish 
second in his next meet in Duluth, Minn., 
before placing fourth in the prestigious 
New York Marathon. In each race he 
improved his time 


His performance was good enough to 


land him in a field of 170 other qualifiers at 
the recent Olympic trials. Only three 
runners actually make the team, and Turtle 
made the grade by finishing third in the 
trials behind Peter Ficzinger and Alberto 
Salazar. These three will represent the U.S 


when the track and field events begin on 
August 12 
It usually takes up to a month to recover 


from the physical drain of one marathon 


and begin preparations for the next. Tuttle 
prepares by running two short workouts a 
day and at least one run of twelve miles or 
longer a week. He will continue this rou- 
tine until July 20, when he departs for Los 
Angeles to begin final workouts with the 
rest of the team. 

According to Tuttle, the trick to running 
a long race such as the marathon is to be 
relaxed. The most common downfall of the 
marathon runner is what is known to the 
athletes as “the wall’ — physical exhaus- 
tion which usually occurs around the 20-23 
mile point in the race unless the runner 
conserves energy during the earlier stages 
of the run. 

For his part, Tuttle sees strength and _ 
desire as his greatest assets in doing well at 
the games. Unlike many athletes in other 
events, he expressed little regret over the 
Soviet-led boycott of the games, pointing 
out that the Soviets and their satellites are 
not the dominating force in the running 
events that they are in other areas. As a 
result, their absence will have little effect 
on the marathon. 

As for his own chances, Tuttle refused to 
make predictions. “I'm just very happy to 
be going,” he said. “I'll give it my best shor 
and then we'll just have to wait and see.”

Thanks to a liccle help from an unlikely 
source, Auburn has won the 1983-1984 
Bernie Moore Trophy, symbolic of the best 
over-all sports program in the Southeast- 
ern Conference. Had Tennessee beaten the 
Florida Gators in the championship game 
of the SEC baseball playoffs, the Volun- 
teers would have taken home the Moore 
Trophy. Florida's 3-1 victory in that game 
not only gave them the SEC baseball 
crown, but also enabled Auburn to edge 
Tennessee by 1/2 point in the final tabula- 
tions for the award. This year's win marks 
the second time that the Tigers have cap- 
tured the coveted award, the last time 
being 1977-1978. 

The scoring system for the award gives 
from | to 10 points for each sport accord- 
ing to that sport's finish in the SEC. The 
winning combination for Auburn was foot- 
ball, 1st; basketball, 2nd; tennis, 1st; swim- 
ming, 3rd; track, Sth; golf, 6th; and base- 
ball, 8th, for a total of 51 points. 

Of the award, Athletic Director Pat Dye 
commented, “We're very excited about 
winning the Bernie Moore Trophy. Every- 
one here at Auburn can take pride in the 
win. No one sport can take all the credit 
because it was a team effort.” 


Baird Named New 
Baseball Coach

If Pat Dye were a baseball coach, he 
would sound a lot like new Auburn baseball 
coach Hal Baird. Baird, who was associated 
with Dye when the two were both coaching 
at East Carolina, is bringing the same hard 
work, no-nonsense philosophy to the 
Auburn baseball program that has been 
instrumental in the Tigers’ football resur- 
gence. 

Though Coach Baird and his wife, Janie, 
have yet to find a house in Auburn, he has 
been hard at work trying to recruit, meet 
his players, and get a feel for the Auburn 
program. The latter task has been espe- 
cially difficult since Baird assumed the job 
after the season was over. Even though he 
has not seen the team in action he feels that 
he has a good nucleus from which to start 

“It's hard to evaluate the team from the 
standpoint of talent since I haven't seen 
them play,” Baird said. “But I've met all the 
players and I know this much, they're good 
kids and they all are committed to having a 
winning program.” 

Baird has his own ideas as far as winning 
is concerned. His goal is to mold a team 
that is strong up the middle defensively. 
Second base, shortstop, centerfield, and 
catcher are the key positions in Baird's 
scheme. Combine strength at these posi- 
tions with good pitching and you have a 
winning combination. He likens his philo- 
sophy to that of professional baseball's Bal- 
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timore Orioles, a team which has enjoyed 
continued success over the years. 

Baird's defensive ideas extend to offense 
as well. Although he acknowledges that 
hitting is the most exciting part of the 
game from the fan's viewpoint, Baird is 
quick to return to the subject of defense 
“Hitting is the least consistent part of 
baseball, while pitching and fielding arc 
constants. If you concentrate on taking care 
of the things that are consistent. the things 
that you can control, then the offense will 
take care of itself.” 

Unfortunately for Baird, the late date on 
which he assumed the job has hampered 
him in other areas besides not seeing his 
team play, The new Tiger coach also got a 
late start on recruiting. Still, Baird and his 
staff have signed three prospects who they 
feel are promising. Infielder Tony Haney 
and catcher Jeff Livesay both may figure in 
Baird's plans for the 1985 season. Haney, a 
versatile player from Richmond, Va., led 
his high school team to two state titles 
during his career and batted over .400 dur- 
ing his senior year. Livesay, a catcher from 
Wanaque, N.]J., was a three-year starter in 
high school where he compiled a career 
batting average of .462 

The third signee is pitcher Art Stratton 
from Mobile's Murphy High School. Strat- 
ton, a righthander, posted a perfect 9-0 
record his senior year, helping to lead 
Murphy to the Region I title. His earned 
run average during that time was an excel- 
lent 2.85. Coach Baird feels that once he 
has gained a little college experience, Strat- 
ton has a fine career ahead of him 

In the future, Baird hopes to concentrate 
on pitching and middle fielders in his 
recruiting. He feels that the Tigers need 7 
or 8 good pitchers as well as some depth on 
the bench to be competitive. Developing 
bench strength is difficult in college base- 
ball, bur it is also vital if one or two key 
injuries are not to cripple a team’s chances 
Baird feels that Auburn's strong baseball 
tradition, much of which was established 
during Coach Paul Nix’s 22 years at the 
Tiger helm, will be a strong plus in future 
recruiting efforts. 

As for following in the wake of Coach 
Nix, who stepped down after last season as 
the winningest coach in the SEC, Baird 
looks at it as a positive factor rather than 
one which will place undue pressure on 
him to produce quickly. “It’s a privilege to 
follow a coach with a record like Coach 
Nix. The tradition he established at Auburn 
will help make my job easier, especially 
recruiting.” Baird added that, “Although 
Nix is a tough act to follow, I'm looking 
forward to the challenge.” 

In addition to improving the Tigers on 
the field, Baird hopes to make some off- 
the-field improvements as well. Plainsman 
Park is going to be upgraded during the 
off-season, with better facilities for the 
fans being the primary goal. Although 
attendance has dropped badly during the 
last few years, Baird feels that a winning 
team will bring the fans back. 

“This is a good baseball area,” Baird con- 
tends. “We have had support in the past 
and we can have it again. Promotions like

the San Diego Chicken might fill up a ball 
park once, but a winning team is the best 
way to attract fans consistently.” 

As to just when Auburn will again have a 
winning program, Baird makes no rash 
predictions. He has had no chance to scout 
out the level of competition in the SEC 
firsthand so it is hard to know just what he 
is up against. Baird notes, however, that at 
least one other East Carolinian has found 
SEC competition to his liking. Though it 
might take time, Baird promises that the 
Auburn baseball program will be near the 
top again in the future. In the meantime. 
he has another goal which the team can 
achieve right away 

“We want a baseball program that is 
representative of the Auburn athletic pro- 
gram overall—one that will make every- 
one proud. As we work toward that goal, | 
guarantee that the team will play as hard as 
they can, with all the hustle and desire that 
they are capable of. If they do that, winning 
will follow.” 


Jackson a Hit 
With Kids 


Running the football is not Bo Jackson's 
only talent; he also seems to have a special 
rapport with children. Jackson, Auburn's 
All-American running back and a leading 
Heisman Trophy Candidate for 1985, has 
become increasingly involved in Auburn 
and the surrounding area with speaking to 
youth groups about the dangers of drugs 
and alcohol. He has spoken at several area 
schools, and recently he was the guest 
speaker at the Alabama Institute for the 
Deaf and Blind sports banquet in Talla- 
dega. His activities in this area have come 
to the attention of the NCAA, which has 
asked him to do a series of commercials on 
drug abuse which will be aired this fall 
during NCAA football broadcasts

The 1984 season appears t. shape upon 
paper as a four team race be: ween Auburn, 
Tennessee, Florida, and Alabama. All four 
teams have good depth and a wealth of 
returning starters from last year. Interest- 
ingly, all four teams have to replace start- 
ing quarterbacks, and the team which is 
most successful at this could be the next 
SEC champ 

Anyway, this is how the 1984 season 
shapes up. The teams are in order of their 


predicted finish. 


1) Auburn—I'm no doubt biased as to my 
number one pick, but most of the other 
pre-season predictions I have read agree on 
this one. Despite a schedule which is once 
again among the toughest in the land, the 
Tigers have an excellent chance to repeat 
as SEC champions in 1984. In addition, 
they are also being heralded as the top 
team in the nation by many. Auburn has 
the top Heisman candidate in the backfield 
in Bo Jackson, and the offensive line is big 
and experienced.

1) Alabama—Now that it

championship year after year, they never 
seemed to meet. Now that it doesn’t mean 
as much, the rivalry is back. Of course the 
SEC's round robin scheduling was the rea- 
son, but it’s no coincidence that the two 
teams were greatly aided by this happy 
turn in the schedulemaking. Alabama is a 
question mark this year. They return a 
number of starters from last year's 8-4 
team, but like most of the other contend- 
ers, they are looking for a quarterback to 
replace Walter Lewis. Coach Perkins 
single-mindedly played Lewis almost every 
down last year, and the Tide now lacks an 
experienced backup to take over the job 
On the positive side, Ricky Moore returns 
at fullback to give the Tide some needed 
depth in the offensive backfield. 


5) Georgia—I hesitate to put Georgia down 
this far because Vince Dooley always seems 
to come up with something, but this year 
the task facing him is formidable indeed. 
The wonder class of 1984, which helped 
Georgia to a 43-4-1 record during its tenure 
along with three SEC crowns and a national 
championship, is gone at last. In its place 
the Bulldogs return only a few starters 
from an offense that, after last year, most 
Georgia fans were glad to see go. Defen- 
sively, the Dawgs were again hurt by gra- 
duation, losing the likes of Freddie Gilbert 
and Tommy Thurson. On paper, things 
look grim for the Bulldogs, but then every- 
one thought that last year after Herchel 
left 


6) LSU—After a dismal] 4-7 season last 
year, the Bengals have a new coach to try to 
return the LSU program to first rate status 
Bill Arnsbarger should be able to turn 
things around soon if his years with the 
Miami Dolphins are any indication of his 
talents, but it will probably take the Ben 
gals a season or so to adjust to a new sys- 
tem. Scill, the offense returns nine starters 
including the talented backfield duo of Dal- 
ton Hilliard and Garry James while the 
defense boasts eight returnees. With sucha 
wealth of experience to work with, Arns- 
barger and Co. might surprise a few oppo- 
nents this year. 


7) Ole Miss—The Rebels went through an 
adjustment period with a new coach last 
year and came out of it quite well, going to 
their first bowl since 1971. They return 14 
starters from that team, including an expe- 
rienced quarterback in Kent Austin. Un- 
fortunately, the Rebels’ schedule is a tough 
one, with Auburn, Arkansas, LSU, and 
Tennessee on tap. 


8) Kentucky—Eighth may be too low for 
the Wildcats after a respectable 6-5-1 
showing last year and a bid to the Hall of 
Fame Bowl. The Cats return most of their 
receiving corps along with a strong-armed 
quarterback in Bill Ransdell. The worst 
problem for Coach Jerry Claiborne and his 
staff will be finding new linemen to replace 
a host of graduates on both offense and 
defense. 


9) Vanderbilr—The Commodores always 
seem to be the hard luck team of the SEC 
and this year is no exception. While the 
offense returns 8 starters from last year's 
potent unit, the defense has almost.ceased 
to exist due to off-season injuries. Sixteen 
Vandy players missed spring practice due 
to injury, and when a team suffers anyway 
from a lack of depth as does Vandy, such 
casualties can be fatal to a season. Vander- 
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bilt’s schedule, which includes six bow! 


teams from 1983, also figures to add to the 
Commodores’ woes. 


10) Mississippi State—The Bulldogs of 
Coach Emory Bellard have enough pro- 
blems for two teams as they head ifito 
1984. On offense, the search is on to find a 
successor to John Bond, a four year starter 
and the finest quarterback in State's his- 
tory. Once found, the new QB must lead the 
offense in a transition from the Wishbone 
that the Bui! _,s have run the last five 
seasons to the I-formation. As if that wer- 
en't enough, the defense returns only three 
Starters as well. Youthful enthusiasm is 
fine, but it rarely wins football games 
against talented and experienced foes, a 
lesson the Bulldogs will probably learn the 
hard way in the coming season
